LOST MUCH IN SPECULATION. 


Grand Rapids, Mich., March 4.—[Specia].] 
Former City Attorney Lant K. Salsbury, 
convicted in the Superior Court of bribery, 
and Stilson V. MacLeod, former paying teller 
of the Old National Bank, who turned 
State’s evidence in the trials of men charged 
with bribery in connection with the proposi- 
tion to supply Grand Rapids with Lake 
Michigan water, both pleaded guilty in the 
United States court this afteroon to violation 
‘of the banking laws, for which they were 
-indicted by the federal grand fury 

Immediately after entering his plea Sals- 
bury made a complete confession, reading a 
statement containing re detail of the 
case. 

The federal indictments grew out of the 
disclogures in regard to the sending of a cor- 
ruption fund af $100,000 to Grand Rapids to 
be used in securing legislation giving A syn- 
dicate the right to Grand Rapids 
water. 


Was Indicted in Chicago, . 

The first publicity attdched to the Salebury 
case came in an indictment returned against 
the Michigan official by the Cook County 
grand jury early in February of last year 
The indictment charged one Salisbury, 
2 Willlam Woods,“ with the larceny ot 
$50,000 from Guy C. Barton of Omaha. It was 


Rapids water contract, and that the money 
had been placed in a Chicago safety deposit 
vault pending a fulfillment of the agreement. 
Both Barton and Salsbury had keys to the 
box, and, it was said, Salsbury abstracted 
the money without the other’s permission. 

Soon after the indictment-was voted Sals- 
bu was brought to Chicago by private 
def€ctives and an all-night conference was 
held in the Grand Pacific Hotel. It“ was 
said that at this conference Salisbury turned 
over the $50,000 to Barton. 

The first indictment was@uashed at the re- 
quest of State’s Attörney Deneen on the 
grounds of a flaw, and another one was voted 
by, a later grand jury. The case never came 
to trial, although the State’s Attorney was 
indignant at what he considered an attempt 
to use his office as a collection dggncy. 

When the facts came out in Grand Rapids 
it was discovered he was heavily overdrawn 
at the bank, and it was learned MacLeod, 
the teller, had been engaged with Salsbury 
in speculations. 

Salsbury was tried on the bribery charge, 
then the federal court acted. Judge Wanty 
deferred sentence in both cases until tomor- 
ro morning. 


Salsbury Makes Full Confession. 


Salsbury appeared in court with his attor- 
neys, and ex-Judge Grover announced that 
his client desired to withdraw his former 
plea and plead guilty. Salsbury then stepped 
forward and read the following address to 
the court: 

In justice to the people of Grand Rapids, 
and especially those who, by reason of 
friendship for me, have been subjected io 
unwarranted criticism, I desire at this time 
to make a statement of the facts involved in 
the charge against me before.this court and 
thé consequences ‘which have followed the 


same. 
Started in Speculation. 

In the summer of 1898 I was so unwise as 
to speculate in New York and Chicago stock, 
and grain exchanges, and became thereby 
Involved in debt, to the amount of upwards 
of $12,000. Mr. MacLeod, at the Old Na- 
tional Bank, had extended some financial 
“| accommodation to me, and I felt under obli- 
gations to endeavor to assist him later when 
he called upon me to do so. 

In the summer of 1899 Mr. MacLeod per- 
mitted one J. C. Bloom to overdraw his ac- 
count at the Old National Bank to the 
8 of $3,800. Bloom claimed to have 

lost all of the money, so that he was unable 
to make his overdraft good, I have the 
papers of this transattion—consisting of 
checks, a note, a letter, etc.--in my posses- 
sion. Mr. MacLeod asked me to help him to 
square himself with the dank. and I under- 
took to do 60. 3 


Gamble to Cover Deficit. 

At this time all of my accounts with the 
bank had been adjusted by me and there was 
no balance against me, and all of the finan- 
cial accommodations which Mr. Maclseod 
‘had previously extended had been met and 
taken care of by me. Our efforts to make 
the Bloom overdraft good led to additional 
overdrafts at the bank to the extent of about 
$50,000, which was lost in the speculation to | 
which we tesorted for that pugpose. 
in December, 1890, I placed certain se- 
curities, amplé' in amount and value, in | 
Mr. MacLeod’s hands, hd asked him to 
certify two of my checks for $10,000 each, 
which he did. At that time I did not under- 
stand that any criminal consequences were 
attached to the certifying of checks by na- 
tional bank officials. without previous de- 
posit of funds tp the amount of the checks, 

and supposed that such checks stood upon 
— same basis as others, and-an overdraft 
of that kind t be mikdeon deposit of sat- 
| isfactory secuMty. These checks were re- 
turned by me to Mr. MacLeod within three 
or four days after they were certified, Mr, 
MacLeod having informed me that Clay H. 
Hollister, the assistant cashier of the bank, 
had requested their return and cancelation, 
and there was no purpose on my part to de- 
kruud the bank in any of these transactions,

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BIG SALARY FOR CALHOUN 


SUPPOSED TO EQUAL $50,000 A 
YEAR AND $100,000 BONUS. 


Ex-Interstate Commissioner Refuses 
Offer of Corn Products Company te 
Take Chairmanship and Live in New 
York at Sum Named, but Js Made 
First Vice, President and General 
Counsel, and Compensation Is Sup- 
posed to Equal Former Offer.

An offer of a yearly salary of $50,000 and 
a bonus of $100,000 in cash was not a suffi- 
cient inducement for William J. Calhoun; 
former Interstate Commerce Commissioner, 
to remove to New York and become general 
counsel and chairman of the Executive com- 
mittee of the newly organized Corn Products 
company. 

Soon after the prellmmary steps towards 
the organization of the greater glucose trust 
had been taken Mr. Calhoun was offered. 
that “ presidential " salary if he would take 
up his residence and devote all his time to 
the corporation. The offer was refused. 
Two days later he was asked if a bonus of 
$100,600 would cause him to alter his de- 
cision.' He replied it would not. 

Rather than be without his services, the 
tryst elected Mr. Calhoun First Vice Presi- 
dent and director. The firm of Pam, Calhoun 
& Glennon was also designated as the general 
counsel for the company. While he will re- 
tain his residence in Chicago it is understood 

at practically all his time will be devoted 

the management of the legal affairs of the 
new concern. It is also understood that the 
equivalent of the offered salary will be his. 


Topic ef Interest to Politicians, 
The refusal of a salary equal to that of 
the President of the United States; besides 
the bonus, is causing some comment among 
Mr. Calhoun’s Chicago: friends. It is also a 
topic of interest in Tiljttois and national poli- 
tics. 


Whether Mr. Calhoun’s l of such a 
salary had any political significance is not 
known. It long has been political gossip in 
Washington that President Roosevelt in- 
tended inviting Mr. Calhoun to become Sec- 
retary of the Interior in case of the resigha- 
tion of Secretary Hitchcock, or become the 
head of the new Department of Commerce 
when created. 

Should such an offer de made to Mr. Cal- 
hour, political geography would demand his 
residence in IiMnois. The political powers in 
New Tork would not relish having the 
President charge such an appointment to 
that State if. Mp. Calhoun had changed his 
residence only a few months before.

SOLDIERS 10 ROLE TORN 


MARTIAL LAW WILL PREVAIL IN 
NORFOLK, VA., TODAY. . 


Mob and Police Battle as a Result of 
the Street Car Strike—Whole Rest- 
ment of State Militia Is Ordered to 
scene — Woman Attacks Sergeant 
Who Bayoneted Her Husband—Ald- 
erman Asks Repeal of the Con- 

Charter. 


Norfolk, Va., March 4.—[Speclal. Martial 
law will be proclaimed tomorrow morning as 
a result of the rioting in connection with the 
gtreet railway strike. The situation is most 
serious and a desperate battle is feared. 
Many clashes occurred today, a number of 
persons being wounded. 


Whole Regiment Ordered Out. 
State soldiers have been here for several 
Aays, guarding the cars and buildings of the 
Norfolk Railway and Light company, and 
tonight four more infantry companies from 
Emporia, Suffolk, Smithfield, and Franklin 
have been ordered out, making the entire 
Seventy-first Regiment. 
Common Councilman 8. H. Kelly, also 
leader of the strikers, offered a resolution at 
tonight's Council meeting to revoke the street 
railway franchise for lapse of two days in 
running cars. The resolution was referred 


_ Mob Drives Cars from Streets. 
A mob of 500 strike sympathizers thronged 
the streets on which the main line runs until 
nightfall. The police were unable to cope 
with it from noon until after dark, when 
the cars, which were guarded by detach- 
ments of military and had run with difficulty 
all day, were housed in the barns. 
Cars were repeatedly derailed, wagon loads

Each of the invaders had two revolvers. 
According to Mooney two of the men were 
short, while the third was over 6 feet tall. 
The tallest commanded all who were in the 
saloon to raise their arms, while his two 
smaller companions searched their pockets. 
King was robbed of $9 in bills and a few cents 
in change. While his pockets were being 
rifled by one of the men the other was going 
through Burns’ pockets. He got but 40 
cents, but a search of Schmidt's clothing 
yielded a $35 gold watch and $1.20. 

The tall man then ordered Mooney to step 
from behind the bar. His gold watch, which 
he valued at $150, was first taken, and then 
$29 was abstracted from his vest pocket. 

I guess we have all that you fellows are 
worth tonight,“ said the tall man. You 
will now oblige us by all stepping in the 
cooler,“ and into the small icebox at the end 
of the bar they were crowded. One of the 
men slammed the door and locked it. Mooney 


could see them through the glass door while 


they opened the cash register and rifled it 
efits contents.

FAMILY CALLED TO BEDSIDE OF 
PIONEER MERCHANT. 


‘Friends Have Little Hope for Recovery 


of Founder of Great Fish House, 

Which Has Grown from a Small Re- 

tall Store toa Concern with $5,500,- 

000 Capital, Controlling American 

Business—Came to Chicago from 
England Fifty Years Ago. 


Alfred Booth, who founded the firm of A. 
Booth & Cd. one of Chicago's oldest business 
houses, lies at his residence, 1638 Michigan 
avenue, hovering det ween life and death. 
For two weeks Mr. Booth has been grad- 
ually sinking and now smal! hope is held out 
for his recovery. His arteries have been 
gradually hardening and Drs. M. L. Goodkind 
and H. B. Favilf have exhausted their skill 
without checking it. ; 

Mr. Booth returned from his annual trip 
abroad just before the Christmas holidays 
and the change in hig health caused his fam- 
ily the gravest anxiety. For many years 
past he has made it a practice to return 
home for the pleasures of the season, to meet 
his friends, his children, and his grandchil- 
dren. This year the festivities were not as 
extended as usual, and soon after they were 
over he was confined to his bed, from which 
he has not arisen since. 

To the old family homestead where Mr. 
Booth now lies, all of his family have been 
summoned. He suffers no pain and has not 
since the illness began. His robust consti- 
tution, made so by out-of-door exercise and 
a quiet life, have stogd him in good stead, 
but his age, 74 years old, militates against 
his chances. 


Born in England in 1828. | 

Mr. Booth was born in Glastonbury, Eng- 
land, on Feb. 14, 1828. His parents, Ben- 
jamin and Margaret Booth, gave him a 
thorough education, and when 20 years of age 
he decided to try his fortune in America. 
He came to Chicago in 1849, and picked out 
Kenosha as the best place to begin his 
career, taking up a farm near that town. 

The next year he came to Chicago, which 
then showed signs of its future progress. 
After an investigation he picked out the 
fish and vegetable trade as the best open- 
ing, and started a small store. So well did 
he prosper that he established himself in 
1851 in the Garnett Building, corner of State 
and Randolph street, where he opened a fish’ 
and oyster business. 

His enlarged business prospered, and Mr. 
Booth determined to branch out. According- 
ly, he took Edward Grayson into the firm, 
an arrangement which lasted only a year, 
when he again assumed full charge. The 
firm’s quarters again proving too small, a 
location at the northwest corner of Madison 
and Dearborn streets, was secured, which 
Mr. Booth made his general headquarters, 
opening other houses in Harrison street, at 
the corner of Sixteenth street and Indiana 
avenue, and Michigan avenue and Randolph 
street. 


Stores Burned in Big Fire. 

The great flre swept away all these stores 
in 1871 and he moved his business to the 
corner of State and Lake streets, where the 
retail store still stands. Once established 
there Mr. Booth began to branch outin other 
towns, and soon came to contro] the fish 
trade of the lakes. He established oyster, 
fruit, and salmon houses at Astoria, Ore., 
at Collinsville on the Sacramento River, Cal- 
ifornia, and erected large fish houses at 
Escanaba and Manistique, Mich. 

In 1880 he took his two sons, Alfred E. and 
W. Vernon Booth, into the business with 
him, and it became A. Boah & Sons. They 
continued to branch out and Mr. Booth prac- 
tically retired from active work that year, | 
though he remained nominally the head of 
the house until five years later, when he gave 
up all business cares. Then the firm became 
the A. Booth Packing company, and in 1898 
its name was changed to A. Booth & Co.,a 
corporation with $5,500,000 capital. 

In speaking of Mr. Booth's life, a friend 
said: 

He has seen the little fish store turn into 
a business the greatest of its kind in the 
world. He has seen the wagons sent out 
from it change to steel boats, passenger 
and freight, which ply between all the great 
ports on the lakes, and to a line of refriger- 
ator freight cars that can be found in all 
parts of the country. The business has 
broadened so that now the firm puts out 103 
different varieties of canned goods, includ- 
ing not only fish, but fruit, vegetables, soups, 
and every kind of table delicacy. From a 
limited retail trade it has changed into an 
almost exclusive wholesale business. His 
has been a busy life.“ 


Spent Much Time in England. 

Mr. Booth is a great lover of travel. When 
he left England he did it with regret, and 
even when just beginning business he made 
it a point to visit his native country at least 
every two years, and as time went on and his 
business grew he went abroad almost every 
year. 

The year he came to America Mr. Booth 
married Miss Isabella Oliver, of an old 
English family, whose home was at New- 
castle-on-the-Thames. She died a few years 
ago, and since that time he has gone to 
England yearly, remaining there except in 
the holiday season. 

Mr. Booth’s two sons are both actively en- 
gaged in business. W. Vernon Booth is the 
head of the house his father established, 
and A. E. Booth is a business-man of Balti- 
more.

J therefore said to Mr. Cameron that I 
would see him the next day, and on the fol- 
lowing day he again called on me at my 
office. I then planned to obtain $25,000 of the 
money which Mr. Cameron proposed to use 
to cortupt city officials, without promising 
him anything in the way of a contract, and 
told him it would take $25,000 to be paid over, 
and not returned under any circumstances, 
and an additional $75,000 if the contract with 
the city was obtained. My only purpose in 
seeking to obtain this $25,000 was to cover 
the losses in the speculations already re- 
ferred to. 


Did Not Intend to Bribe. 

It was never my purpose to use a dollar of 
this money for any such purpose or purposes 
as Cameron wanted to use it for. There 
seemed to be no other way in which I could 
cover the overdrafts at the bank or take 
care of other obligations for which my 
friends had become responsible, and I felt 
that no serious wrong would be done if those 
who were seeking to saddle a fraudulent 
contract upon the City of Grand Rapids lost 
some of the money which they were so ready | 
to use for corrupt purposes in the attempt. 

“Mr. Cameron assured me that the money 
would be forthcoming in accordance with 
the terms I had suggested, and later that the 
$25,000 would be here in a few days. Still 
later he said the parties furnishing the money 
for the enterprise had refused to pay over 
$25,000 unconditionally. 


Plans to Get the $75,000. 

My first knowledge that the $25,000 did 
actually come to this city was learned during 
the grand jury investigation. He stated that 
$75,000 would be sent on here to be placed 
in the hands of a trustee to be paid over to 
me when a satisfactory contract with the 
city was obtained. Having failed to get the 
$25,000 I then conceived the plan of getting 
the $75,000 into Mr. MacLeod’s hands and 
using sufficient of it to cover obligations 
incurred by reason of losses and specula- 
tions already referred to, and when the 
money afterwards came to MacLeod’s pos- 
session I advised him to keep out the amount 
of the bank’s overdrafts, and he told me he 
had done so. I also asked him for $10,000 
to meet my other obligations, which he gave 
me, and later turned over the baiance of the 
money, something over $50,000, to me, to be 
returned to the Eastern parties. I gave him 
my receipt for the entire $75,000. 


Tells of Returning Money. 

„The money paid to me by Mr. MacLeod, 
together with a sufficient amount which I 
obtained from another source to make up the 
$75,000, was paid over to Mr. Gates and his 
receipt was taken, running to Mr. MacLeod. 
I was considerably excited at the time, as 
Gates was threatening to institute criminal 
proceedings against MacLeod and me unless 
he received the money. The two receipts 
were made the same day, but bear different 
dates. I can only account for this discrep- 
dney by attributing it to the mental distrac- 
tion under which I was laboring at the time. 


Not in Deal with McGarry. | 
‘During this entire transaction my inter- 
with Mr. Cameron and Mr. Garman 
were at my office and absolutely independent 
of Mr. Thomas F. McGarry in every way. I 
was told that he was their counsel, but I 
never met either of them in his office or 
talked with either of them in his presence. 
I never passed a single word with him about 
this transaction until during the grand jury 
investigation. Prior to the grand jury in- 
vestigations, I knew nothing whatever ot 
the transactions of either Cameron, Garman, 
or Taylor, with Mr. McGarry, Mr. Bundy, Mr. 
Jackson, or Mr. Fitzgerald. 


Denies He Offered Bribes. 


In conclusion, I wish to add that I never 


** 


at any time, either directly or indirectly, , 


offered money or any other inducement to | 
any city official or suggested to any city 
official that money could be obtained by 
them or any one connected with thecity gov- 
ernment for support of any water supply 
proposition whatever, and I never used or 
sought or intended to use any money to aid 
Mr. Cameron or his associates or any one 
else to obtain a contract with the city for 
furnishing it with a water supply. I took 
the course that I did only because Mr. Mac- 
Leod and myself. were in desperate straits, 
and it seemed to be the only way open to 
save those who had trusted us from pecun- 
lary loss. I am ready and willing that the 
entire and exact truth of my connection 
with the matter shall be known and to give 
such further details as the court may desire.

Ask Huge Army Fund. 

In introducing the army estimates, £69,310, - 
‘000 ($346,550,000) in the House of Commons 
today, the War Secretary, Mr. Brodrick, en- 
tered into a long defense of the War office, 
which, he contended, had done its work well 
considering that a war had never before been 
waged on such a scale as the south African 
war. 


-The War office today was feeding 300,000, 


men and 243,000 horses in south Africa, and 
there were no complaints on that score. The 
experiences of the last year had confirmed 
the necessity for changes in the army ad- 
ministration, in decentralization, etc., as 
outlined by the government last year. Mili- 
tary officers and clerks were being rapidly 
substituted in the War office for civilian of- 
ficers and clerks. 


Recruiting Limit Reached. | 
In regard to recruiting, Mr. Brodrick be- 
lieved the limit had been reached. No re- 
duction in the strength of the army could 
be expected, and probably the Indian gar- 
rison must be increased. The country had 
already had enough experience of allow- 
ing the colonial garrisons to sink below their 
proper limits. - : 
With the view of giving a fillip to recruit- 
ing, the government proposed to allow en- 
Ustment for three years with nine years in 
the reserve, and with the object of inducing 
men to enlist for India and elsewhere abroad 
it was proposed to give every one a clear 
Shilling per day.

This is less than 1,000 men, 
and that number will prove inadequate if 
the rebels are armed. 


SANTOS-DUMONT QUITS FRANCE 


Inventor of Airship Says He Willin the 
Future Confine His Work to Eng- 
land ‘and the United States.

LONDON, March 4.—M. Santos-Dumont is 
in London trying to. arrange for the exhibi- 
tion of his airship, “‘ Santos-Dumont No. 6.“ 
at the Crystal Palace. He states that by 
providing a large number of inside com- 
partments” he can prevent the recurrence 
of the recent mishap at Monte Carlo. He will 
make experiments in London at the time of 
the coronation and possibly attempt to steer 
his airship round the dome of St. Paul's. 
He says that he will make no more experi- 
ments in France, but will confine himself in 

future to England and the United States.

The Cunard steamship company has sent 
tugs to the Azores to bring the Etruria to 
Liverpool.

HOLDS BETTING IS GAMBLING. 


New York Judge Makes a Decision That 
' May Affect Racing on the 
| Eastern Tracks. 


/ 

New York, March 4.—[Special.]—Justice 
Clark, in a decision handed down in the Su- 
preme Court today, held that by the provis- 
ion of the constitution of the State and by 
the statutes of the State, betting and gaming 
on race horses ig forbidden no less on race- 
tracks than in poolrooms, though the pen- 
alty therefor prescribed is different for a 
- violation in one place than in the other.“ 

This decision was reached in a suit brought 
by the Maxim and Gay company against 
one Sheehan and others to restrain them 
from an alleged infring nt of the racing 
tips of the Maxim and Gay company. The 
court denies the application for an injunction 
and said court of equity would not issue an 
injunction to preserve to the plaintiff its busi- 
ness of selling tips to gamblers on horses. 

Benjamin Steinhardt, counsel for the pool- 
room men, who made a fight for his clients 
last summer, said after reading Justice 
Clark’s decision: 

„Under this decision, if upheld by the 
higher courts, the police at the racetracks 
must stop pool selling or become participants 
in a crime.’”’

It is presumable that Spalding desires 
to be put in touch with the situation in the 
East and with the attitude of the “ loyal 
tour,“ and also to consult regarding plans 
for the future more effectively than can be 
done at long range. Hart is in position to 
serve in the capacities of both adviser and 
leutenant, which accounts for his being 
summoned. Spalding doubtless realizes that 
the time for action has come. 
President Johnson, Owner Comiskey of 
tlie White Stockings, and Manager Loftus 
of the Washington club left last night over 
the Wabash to attend the American league's 
meeting, which begins this morning in the 
Griswold House in Detroit. Henry Kilillea 
of Milwaukee and E. C. Hedges of St. Louis 


were expected to join the party here, but 


were detained and will not start for Detroit 
until today. 

Although the magnates are uniformly reti- 
cent about the coming meeting, it is evident 
there are more weighty affairs to be consid- 
ered than the mere adopting of a playing 
schedule. The most important question to 
be settled is whether to jnvade New York

The magnates are unanfmous regarding 
the desirability of getting into New York, 
but opinions differ as to the methods.

LENTZ ALSO IS A SPEAKER. 


Resolutions censuring Secretary of State 
Hay and Congress because the United States 
government does not intervene in the Boer- 
British war were adopted last night by the 
Irish Nationalists of Chicago. The occasion 
was the celebration of the 124th anniversary 
of the birth of Robert Emmet.

O, for a Jefferson or a Lincoln in the 
White House, or a Blaine or Olney in the 
office of Secretary of State. 


‘* Bows Before an Empire.“ 


Under a Roosevelt the republic bows 
down before an empire and humanity gives 
way before greed. American citizens do well 
under such circumstances as these to keep 
alive the spirit of liberty and humanity in 
mass-meetings where the name of Emmet, 
Kossuth, Lafayette, Bolivar, Washington, 
and Lincoln—aye, and of Botha and De Wet— 
can be honored and acclaimed. , 

“They are forgotten or contemned by tge 
present occupant of the White House. ; 

Da the American people appreciate the 
full significance and effect of this shameful 
conduct? Do they recognize how far and 
how low this nation has been sunk from the 
traditions and policy of the past by this 
churlish and disgraceful conduct of the pres- 
ent administration?” 


Harsh Criticism for Hay. 


The resolutions which were adopted read 
in part: 

We are glad to observe that the decline and fall 
of Great Britain seems nearer at hand today than 
at any time in history. Her infamous conduct 
in south Africa disgusted and alienated the 
friendship and good will of all Christian and 
civilized governments in the world. With her 
natural resources almost depleted, with her com- 
merce driven from the harbors and markets of the 
world by the genius of America and Germany, 
with her enormous war debt increasing from year 
to year, her fall is not far distant. 

We again extend to the brave burghers of the 
South African Republic our sincere sympathy and 
fervently pray that the God of battles and of 
justice will soon decide in their favor the glorious 
contest now being waged by them against perfidi- 
ous England. We heartily indorse the manly and 
patriotic stand taken by those Representatives in 
the Congress of the United States who denounced ' 


flunkeyism of Secretary of State Hay. Pauncefote 
for endeavoring while within our borders to em- 
bitter against us the countries of Europe, and Hay 
for attempting to destroy the principles of democ- 
racy established by the founders of our republic. 

We, together with all citizens of this glorious 
rep@blic, extend a hearty welcome to Prince 
Henry, the representative of the Emperor of Ger- 
many, and sincerely hope that he will highly @njoy 
his visit amongst us.

COUNCIL TO CONSIDER BUDGET AT 
SPECIAL SESSION. 


Fire Chief Musham Serves Formal No- 
‘ thee That Fire Department Will Be 
Crippled Unless Appropriation Is 
Increased — Brennan Seeking Sup-

When the City Council meets tomorrow 
afternoon as a committee of the whole to 
consider the budget for the current year, a 
wrangling discussion is expected. Fire 
Chief Musham yesterday served notice on 
Chairman Mavor of the Finance committee 
that unless the appropriation for his depart- 
ment is altered the city’s fire service will be 
badly crippled throughout the year. He 
asserts that more than $1,240,239 must be 
allowed for reo salaries or the service 
must suffer. 

“I shall either have to lay off 190 men,“ 
he asserts in a formal letter to Mr. Mavor, 
or compel every man in the department to 
take a vacation of fifty days, which would 
certainly cripple the department to an 
alarming extent, and weuld leave a maxi- 
mum of eight men to g company, which is 
positively too few to do efficient service at 
fires, especially in the business district, 
where, in the event of such a limited num- 
ber, it would require the pipemen of two 
companies to successfully reach the seat of 
fre in a high building with a line of hose, 


Doubts Wisdom of Economy. 
“Last year the amount paid for salaries 


of the amount allowed for salaries for the 
coming year, and even at that many of the 
companies in which vacancies occurred dur- 
ing the year were left unfilled. We have 
1,098 men ready for active fire fighting. This 
includes commanding officials. If there is 
not more money there will be no alternative 
but to reduce the force or enforce the com-

Railroad Tracks Gone and Many Big 
Structures Are Threatened—Floods 
Subsiding at Albany and Paterson. 


Lincoln, Neb., March 4.—The Platte River 
is on a rampage and bridges are threat- 
ened. The Missouri Pacific bridge at Ore- 
apolis has washed away and the Burlington 
bridge, not far from there, is threatened. 
Five feet ot water is running over the Rock 
‘Island bridge at South Bend, and an ice 
gorge, which has formed to the west of the 
bridge, threatens to take it out. If the gorge 
does not move soon the country tributary 
will be flooded.

Members of the Taxpayers’ Association 
Decide te Appeal to the Legisiature 
to Limit the Power of the Board of 

Local Improvements—Say Methods 
Now Empleyed Practically Result 

in Confiscation of Their Property— 
Want City to Pay Part. 


Members of the Taxpayers’ association last 
night declared war against the assessment 
powers of the Board of Local Improvements. 
They branded the present system of levying 
‘special assessments as confiscation, and 
started a movement which is to be carried to 
the Legislature in the hope that a law may be 
enacted which will place the limit of assess- 
ment at 5 per cent of the assessed valuation 
of property. 

It was declared in the meeting, which was 
held at Taxpayers’ Hall, that property-own- 
ers 
meth of levying assessments for street 
improvements, and that as a result real 
estate values had depreciated and persons 


‘bad been compelled to give up their homes 


and leave the city. 

When a man is assessed all the way from 
25 per cent to the full value of his property 
for street improvements it is an infringement 
upon his rights, said Robert C. Givins, Pres- 
ident of the association, in opening the meet- 
Ing. This matter of special assessments is 
one of the biggest problems confronting Chi- 
cago today and in justice to all citizens some 
action should be taken. Hundreds of per- 
eons have given up their homes and gone 
away from the city because they wouldn't 
be humiliated and robbed under the present 
system of special assessments.“ 

Addresses of similar tone were made by 
Charles Dixon, W. W. Bell, M. R. Bortree, 
and Telford Burnham, all of whom related 
personal ex ences with the operations of 
the special assessment act. After the ad- 
dresses resolutions were adopted declaring 
the purpose of the association to appeal to 
the Legislature to fix the limit at which 
property may be assessed at 5 per cent of the 
face value. 

Another resolution demanded that the city: 
bear the cost of improvements at all street 
intersections and also pay an additional 
eum, to be determined by conditions. The 
equitable limit was declared to be 285 per 
cent for business thoroughfares and from 5 
to.25 per cent in residence streets. The 
resolutions also ask that the city relay all 
pavement.

NEWS OF THE INSURANCE FIELD 
Risk Men Interested in the “ Fake As- 
bestos ” Controversy — Legal 
Action Wanted. 


The officials of the Chicago Underwriters’ 
association are taking no immediate action 
on the fake asbestos revealed by the Old 
Colony Building fire, but are paying close 
attention to the controversy over it between 
the firemen and the steamfitters. F. J. T. 
Stewart, superintendent of inspections for 
the association, said yesterday: : 

The Old Colony fire furnishes a striking 
illustration of the possibilities of fire in 
would-be fireproof buildings where many of 
the so-called fine points which go to make 
up a really fireproof building are not treated 
seriously. Many regard the ‘necessity of 
floor cut-offs of no concern in office build- 
ings, claiming there is so little to burn, yet 
in this case the furniture and other contents 
of a fireproof office building were attacked 
by flre on all floors simultaneously. 

All this was made possible by a small pipe 
and wire shaft of tile, with unprotected com- 
munications on.every floor. The steam pipe 
covering was of highly inflammable paper, 
shielded by a thin covering of asbestos pa- 
per. The cause of some of the recent fires 
in apartment buildings has been traced to 
the use of this same paper covering for 
steam pipes. Enough of this counterfeit 
asbestos covering already has been found 
in use to necessitate most rigid inspection 
of pipe coverings by the insurance and mu- 
nicipal authorities.” | 

Last week's fire losses were the smallest of 
the year so far, footing up $2,194,200. The 
total since Jan. 1 is $35,000,000. 

The premiums for New York City for 1901 
were $12,350,871, while the loss ratio will not 
exceed 40 per cent. This accounts for the. 
exemption of New York City from the 25 
per cent rate advance, which applies every- 
where else in the East and South.

SUPREME COURT ON “PUTS AND CALLS.” 

Zhe United States Supreme Court has 
Banded down a decision which finally dis- 
poses of a suit that has traveled from the 
bottom to the top of the judicial ladder. 
It upholds in full tee IIlinois law against 
trading in “ puts” and “ calls.” The word- 
ing of the decision is notable, “The court 
has apparently no opinion of its own on the 
@thics or even on the economics of the put 
and call syetem. It carefully avoids any 
direct expression of conviction and seizes 
upon the Illinois Legisiature as a kind of 
scapegoat. “The Legislature may have 
bad this in mind or it may have had that 
in mind,” and, finally, The court is unable 
fo say that the means employed were not 
appropriate to the end sought to be attained

In other words, the Legislature was with- 
in its rights when it undertook to outlaw 


pute and calls, and the federal government 


cannot interfere with its action. Whether 
that action was good either for trade or for 
Worals the court does not on this occasion 
take it upon itself to say.

As things are now, it 
is unnecessary and undesirable. The ex- 
changes of the country have declared against 
that system, and in se doing have been sup- 
ported by the business community. The 
sooner it disappears the better.

AMBASSADORS AND JUSTICES.

It is natural that the Ambassadors at 
Washington should be greatly concerned 
about their rank in a procession and their 
Seats at a spectacle. They come from 
countries where these are serious mat- 
ters. Bach of them feels that the dignity 
of the monarch whose representative he 
is will be impaired if that representative 
is not in the proper place. One would 
imagine, however, that the Judges of the

Nevertheless, the Judges of the Supreme 
Court turn away from the consideration 
of grave constitutional questions to argue 
that they outrank Ambassadors. Their 
minds are made up. So are the minds of 
the Ambassadors. Here is a Gordian knot 
with nobody to untie or cut it. The con- 
stitution gives the Supreme Court original 
jurisdiction in all cases affecting Ambassa- 
dors, but no man should be judge in his 
own case, and this question of precedence 
is one the court cannot determine. The 
State department cannot decide such a 
knotty question. It can only play the part 
of the disinterested friend of all the dis- 
putants. 

If many more questions of this kind a 
to come up to disturb the peace of digni- 
taries and perhaps of nations there will 
have to be a master of ceremonies appoint- 
ed with supreme power to settle all these 
questions authoritatively as soon as they 
arise. 


THE FIVE CENT RATE MUST STAND. 

The Supreme Court of the United States 
has disposed of one controverted point in 
the traction question. It has decided that 
where a street car ordinance provides that 
a company shall not charge more than five 
cents for the fare the Council has no power 
to force the company to take less than five 
cents. The law on the subject having 
been laid down, it will be necessary for 
municipal authorities to make an express 
reservation of the right to reduce fares 
during the life of a grant, if, when they 
make the grant, thay are of the opinion 
the time may come when it will be expe- 
dient to exercise such a power. The Su- 
preme Court is not inclined to believe cap- 
italists will accept a grant with such a pro- 
vision. 

This decision is of no importance so far 
as Chicago is concerned, because it comes 
at a time when the privileges of the trac- 
tion companies are about to expire, and 
these companies in order to obtain a re- 
newal of their privileges will be compelled 
to accede to the terms which will be pre- 
scribed by the city. The interests of the 
city do not require the inclusion in their 
terms of a lower rate of fare or the reserva- 
tion to the municipal authorities of the 
right to lower fares at any time during 
the ensuing twenty years. Its interests 
do require that the rate of fare shall be 
left as it is, and that out of every fare col- 
lected by the companies one cent shall be 
paid into the city treasury. That should 
be the feature of the future contract with 
the companies. When they shall have en- 
tered into a contract containing this stipu- 
lation no court will release them from it. 

The counsel for the Chicago Gas com- 
pany say that this decision sustains their 
contention that the city cannot force the 
company to lower its price for gas to 75 
cents a thousand. They say that the com- 
pany’s charter fixes a price which it is per- 
mitted to charge and that that price can 
no more be lowered without the consent of 
the tompany than can the rate af fare of a 
street railroad company. 

There is a difference between the two 
companies which the Supreme Court may 
well consider—a vital one. The Chicago 
traction companies have twenty-year 
grants. The People’s Gaslight and Coke 
company is a perpetual corporation. The 
capitalist who puts his money in a street 
car enterprise may with some propriety in- 
sist that the rate of fare shall not be low- 
ered without his consent during twenty 
years. But the capitalist who puts his 
money in a gas company, whose privileges 
endure forever, cannot with the same pro- 
priety insist that the maximum rate fixed 
by its ordinance shall remain unchanged 
without its consent through all time, no 
matter how greatly the cost of production 
of gas shall be reduced. The Supreme Court 
may be expected to hold that there is pow- 
er to reduce the prices of a gas company 
without its consent, provided always, it can 
be shown that the proposed rate is not un- 
reasonably low, 

SPASMODIC GOVERNMENT. 

Mayor Low is discussing the propriety 
of applying to Albany for legislation to 
facilitate the weeding out of incompetent 
employés foisted upon the New York de- 
partments by Tammany. President Roose- 
velt is hesitating whether or not to sign 
the permanent Census bureau bill, which 
proposes incidentally to introduce into the 
various government departments, without 
regular civil service examinations, the 
clerks about to finish their work in the 
Census bureau. 

Incompetent Tammany protégés should 
be removed, and Congressional favorites, 
although about to lose their positions— 
which they knew were to be temporary— 
are entitled to no special dispensation, In 
the main, however, it is true that public 
administration in this country, and espe- 
cially in cities, would be improved if there 
were greater continuity in its personnel. 


This would mean steadiness of movement, : 


cumulative capacity, and to a greater or 
less degree an official enthusiasm toward 
the pubite service, which is impossible to 
employés harried with anxiety as to their 
opportunity to serve the public and em- 
bittered, perhaps, by a sense of public in- 
justice. 

It is from this point of view that the 
shortage of city funds for the current year 
assumes its most serious aspect, To have 
a police force harassed for weeks over the 
possibility of a serious reduction in staff 
or salaries, and to give several hundred 
teachers sudden notice that their work will 
be discontinued in four months, is to ex- 
hibit government as casual and irresponsi- 
ble and to discourage high ability trom 
venturing upon its risks. 

Chicago in the past has seriously offend- 
ed in the unsteadiness of its administra- 
tion. Sometimes this has been due to 
5 politics,” sometimes to insufficient or 
fluctuating revenues. One example of local 
government, however, has constantly illus- 
trated the opposite qualities. The periods 
of service—either in their present positions 
or in others leading thereto—of the first 
half dozen men on the administrative staff 
of the South Park board have ranged from 
thirteen to thirty-one years, and corre- 
sponding permanence has been exemplified 
in the lower positions, including common 
laborers. Permanence has been guaran- 
teed to all, and herein lies the secret of the 
exemplary management hitherto of the 
South Park system. 

It will be a fortunate day, when, through 
the well grounded administration of the 
civil service law, Chicago shall have passed

beyond even the ꝓossibility of problems like
